Despite state- 
ments to the contrary, Secretary 

Shaw is well satisfied with the results 
of his refunding offer. While he has 
not yet received anything like the limit 
of bonds named in his circular, enough 
have come in to insure the success of 
the venture, and to provide further 
facflities for a big increase in national 
bank circulation, which was what the 
Secretary wished to bring about. Upto 
date, he has received nearly $30,000,000 
3 and 4 per cent. bonds, for which he 
has lasued 2 per cent. bonds of 1900 
of the same value. Old bonds are com- 
ing in at the rate of about $2,000,000 a 
day at present, although yesterday's 
receipts were only $1,605,060. Of this 
quantity $669,100 were 38, and 950 
were 4 per cents. 

The concluding paragraph of the Sec- 
retary’s cifcular stated that the limit 
of $100,000,000 would be placed on bonds 


served to suspend refunding opere tions 
at any moment that he thought the in- 
terests of the government required. it. 
It is believed that the offer will be kept 
open indefinitely, or at least as long 
as the bonds are received at the present 
rate. * 
The Opinion is expressed gt the de- 
partment that the Secret will be 
able to get the entire 1100 900, worth 
if he cares to keep open his offer long 
enough. Most of the bonds have come 
from individual holders, trust cca 
panies and savings banks. National 
banks, which hold the greater portion 
of the securities named for refunding, 
have been holding back for some rea- 
son or other. Out of a total of 300 na- 
tional banks that hold bonds of the 
classes named for refunding, only sev- 
enty-one have so far turned them in 
exchange for the new 2s. 2 
The refunding operations have had a 
healthful effect on the general bond 
market. Frior to the issuance of the 
Secretary's circular 2 per cent. bonds 
were selling at very high prices, and 
were scarce at any figure. As this is a 
bond that is desirable for deposit to se- 
cure national bank circulation, the pre- 
vailing high prices served to discour- 
age banks increasing their circulation. 
The day prior to the issuance of the re- 
funding circular 2 per cent. bonds of 
1900 were selling at $107.75 and $108.50. 
The day after the order came out they 
dropped to $107.50, and are now within 
one-quarter of a point of that figure,

BADEN-POWELL IN DISGUISE. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—[{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.) Maj.-Gen. R. Baden- 
Powell, recently appointed chief of 
cavalry of the British Army, is travel- 
ing in the United States incognito as 
Mr. Stephenson, and today he called 
at the War Department and presented 
himself to Gen. Corbin, with letters 
of introduction from prominent Eng- 
lish officers. He said that before un- 
dertaking the duties of his new office 
he desired to make an investigation of 
American cavalry organizations and 
study our cavalry troops. Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin ushered Gen. Baden-Powell 
into the office of the Secretary of War 
and later accompanied him to the of- 
fice of Lieut.-Gen. Miles. In the after- 
noon he visited Fort Myer and wit- 
nessed a special cavalry drill by 
troops stationed there. 

Gen. Baden-Powell left later for 
Richmond, and wil! visit many of the 
battlefields of Virginia. He will later 
visit the Military Academy at West 
Point, and expects to sail for England 
on the steamer leaving New York on 
the 25th inst. He has high regard for 
the American cavalryman, and told 
Gen. Corbin that during the operations

POSTOFFICE INSPECTORS TAKING 
THEIR EVIDENCE.

Many Thousands of Dollars Paid to 
the Smooth Agent of Men Who En- 
gineered the Scheme—How They Kept 
Dupes Quiet.

NEW YORK, April 17.—Three post- 
office inspectors from western divisions 
have been busily engaged in the Fed- 
eral building here examining employés 
regarding the alleged promotion syn- 
dicate. More than a dozen clerks in 
the general postoffice were called be- 
fore the inspecfors, and questioned 
closely. — 

What answers the men made cannot 
be learned, nor will the clerks so ques- 
tioned even admit that they were 
called upon in tonnection with the syn- 
dicate. It is evident all have been 
cautioned against talking. 

While none of the postal officials 
will admit it, it is learned from a re- 
liable authority that the method of the 
syndicate was as follows: 

One of two or three men in the 
general postoffice in this city would ap- 
proach a clerk who was on the list 
recommended for promotion. This 
clerk would be informed it was known 
he was not on the list of 1616 men 
recommended by Postmaster Vancott, 
the promotions to take effect on July 
1. The agent would say that, through 
certain Washington connections he was 
able to promise that the clerk would 
be placed on the list. 

Usually, unless the clerk was satis- 
fied his record was so good his pro- 
motion practically was assured, an 
agreement was entered into whereby 
money was paid to the agent, the un- 
derstanding being that if promotion 
was not made the money was to be re- 
funded. 


It was evident that the “syndicate” 
had access to the liet as recommended 
by the ter, and sent to the Di- 
vision of Sdlaries and Allowances for 
a comparison is said to have been made 
between this list, and that of the men 
employed in the postoffice.

Dr. Garireil is Executed at 
Butler, Mo. 
John Taylor Expiates His Crime 
at Kansas City. 
Charles May Hanged at St. Joseph 
and Ellot Lyons at 
Eugene, Ore.

BUTLER (Mo.) April 17.—Dr. James 
I. Gartrell, the aged murderer of D. 
B. Bonezan, a Colorado miner, was 
hanged in the County Jail yard here 
today. About 1500 persons witnessed 
the execution, many coming to town 
from the surrounding country. The 
Rev. Williamsen of the Christian 
Church addressed the crowd from the 
scaffold, before the condemned man 
was brought in. Dr. Gartrell displayed 
remarkable nerve, and talked briefly to 
the spectators before the Diack cap was 
adjusted. He stated that he had only 
one enemy he could not forgive but he 
would not mention his name. j 

In March, 1901, D. B. Bonegan, a 


gold miner from Gunnison county, 


Colo., came here to provide himself 
with an outfit to drive overland to 
Oklahoma, where he intended to buy 
a ranch, He met Dr. James L. Gar- 
trell, and the latter's sen, William. 
An arrangement was made that the 
three should drive to Oklahoma to- 
gether. When about 100 miles from 
Kansas City, the party stopped to spend 
the night in a deserted cabin. The 
three men lay down to sleep, but only 
the two younger men slept. When the 
younger Gartrell awoke he saw that 
his father had killed Bonegan with an 


axe. The young man said to his 
father: “What did you gil him k 
father?” 


„Because, son, we needed the mon- 
ey.“ answered the old man. 
The two men carried 
body to a near-by creek, and dropped 
it in. The spring freshets soon washed 
he body out of the banks, where it 
25 found about two weeks later. 
uspicion was directed toward the Gar- 
trellis, and when upon investigation it 
was learned that Dr. Gartrell had sold 
the team of in the netghbor- 
hood where the crime was committed, 

the father and son were arrested. 

Dr. Gartrell later canfessed that he 
killed Bonegan, entirely exonerating 
his son, but insis he did it in 
‘self defense. 

Dr. Gartrell was the oldest man 
upon whom the death sentence has 
ever been pronounced in Missouri. He 
was 68 years old. 
very erect despite his age, and wore a 
long, flowing white beard. At one time 
he was a member of the Legislature of 
Texas, and it is said that he once re- 
fused a nomination for Congress in 
the Eleventh District of Texas. He 
was once Probate Judge of Refugio 
county, Texas. 

KILLED HIS SWEETHEART.

He talked calmly of the 
approaching end, slept well, and walked 
to the scaffold bravely. Taylor en- 
pressed sorrow for his crime, but 
added: ‘I loved her and 1 wasn’ 
wiliing to live without her.“ . 

Shortly before the march to the scaf- 
fold, Taylor handed his brother a small 
package of strychnine. The murderer. 
said he had had the poison for several 
months, and intended to commit sui- 
cide last night. After being converted 
yesterday, however, he had decided to 
meet his fate. 

Taylor's crime was prompted by 
jealousy, because Miss WNoWard, a 
working gir! of 19. had jilted him. He 
lay in wait for his victim for several 
days, and fired the fatal shot with a 
rife from a second-story window in 
West Ninth street, as she passed by on 
the opposite side with her sister. The 
Officers had great difficulty in prevent- 
ing a crowd that gathered from buch- 


ing Taylor. His lawvers tried to save 
him on the plen of insanity and 
epilepsy, and several appeals for 


clemency were made to Gov. Dockery. 
Taylor formerly was a basebal 
player, having gained some prominenc 
in minor leagues.

GOVERNMENT SUCCESSES. 

IBY THB ABSOCCIATED PRESS—P 
HIGUEPOT (Venezuela) Saturday, 
April 11.—{A. P. Correspondence, Wired 
from Chicago April 17.] The govern- 
ment army assumed the offensive 
against the rebels under Gen. Rolando, 
Gen. Matos's representative, ten days 
ago. They marched on the camp of 
the revolutionists, who numbered 3000, 
near Guatiro. Gen. Rolando rétreat- 
ed to Capaya and later to Tacarigua. 
He was ignorant of the fact that Pres- 
ident ae had sent First President 
Gomez w 1800 men by sea to this 
port, with orders to attack him in the 
rear. The advance guard of Gen. Ro- 
lando’s forces was surprised and after 
a fight lasting fourteen hours the reb- 
els left in the hands of the govern- 
ment troops 600 men killed, wounded 
or prisoners. The government troops 
also lost heavily. 

The following morning Vice-President 
Gomez captured 1,500,000 Mauser cart- 
ridges landed at Rio Chico some days 
ago for the revolutionists by the Dutch 
schooner Veloce from Trinidad. The 
rebels, finding the government troops 
in theif rear, tried to eseape by the 
road to Guapo and Alta Gracia, but 
were intercepted by 1000 government 
troops, and after a four hours’ fight 
the government captured 200 men, 
forty officers and 80,000 cartridges, 
Among the prisoners were Gen. Ortega 
Martinez, formerly a mirister under 
President Crespo, and Dr. Belancourt, 
formerly secretary of ex-President An- 
drade. 
Gen. Ramon Guzman, brother of Pab- 
lo Gurman, the revolutionary general. 
In consequence of the combined action 
of the government forces the position 
of Gen. Rolando is considered as lost, 
and fe may be captured at any minute. 

The government troops attacked the 
revolutionary forces under Gen. Rierla 
at Coro. The battle, which lasted two 
days, was indecisive. The town of La 
Vela de Coro was occupied by the reb- 
els “~~ a few hours, but was recaptured 
by the government last Friday morn- 
ing.

The 
topmast of Shamrock II was carried 
away, and then her mainmast went by 
the board, carrying all her sails with 
it and leaving her practically a wreck. 
Shamrock I was also considerably 
Gamaged. No one was injured on board 
either of the yachts, but King Edward, 
whe was on board the Shamrock II. 
had a narrow escape. 

“The whole thing,” said Sir Thomas 
Lipton to the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, “was so sudden that 1 
have not yet had time to realize the 
Tull extent of the damage. 1 heard 
onty a ripping sound forward. and 
then the whole structure wavered. 
While it was still swaying, 1 was 
knocked down the hatchway and 
through the flooring. When I scrambled 
on deck again the whole catastrophe 
Was over. The accident will possibly 
Gelay us a month, but 1 cannot say, 
until I see Fife, who is already on his 
way here.”

RRIN HUBBELL’S BUSY . 
LIFE AT ITS END. 
STATE SENATOR EXPIRES AT HIS 
HOME IN ONTARIO. 
J — 


Returned from Sacramento With Fatal 
Inness Upon Him—Served Eight Years 
in Indiana Legislature and Won 
Prominence as Lawyer and Orator. 


Hon. Orrin Z. Hubbell, State Sena- 
tor from the Thirtieth Senatorial 
District, composed of San Bernardino 
and Inyo counties, died at his home in 
Ontario at 10:45 o'clock last night of 
septic endocarditis, after an iliness of 
more than a month's duration. 

After the close of the recent session 
of the Legislature he returned home 
a sick man, his illness being thought 
to be only a case of grip. The disease 
failed to yield to treatment, however, 
and he had been confined to his home 
most of the time since his return 
here. It was not until about a week 
ago that the iliness took a dangerous 
turn and then symptions of typhoid 
fever developed. Despite the attend- 
afice of some of the ablest physicians 
in this part of the State his condition 
continued to grow worse and last night, 
surrounded by his family, he passed 
away. The end was painless and for 


hours before the distinguished patient 


was unconscious. 

Senator Hubbell was a native of In- 
diana and received his education in 
the schools of that State, graduating 
from the Indiana State University at 
Bloomington with the degree of A. B. 
He then took a post-graduate course 
in history and political science and 
also in the law department of the fa- 
mous Notre Dame University near 
South Bend, Ind., and subsequently 
studied in the Chicago Law School, 
where he received the degree D. C. L. 
After leaving the latter school, he 
traveled and studied in Europe. Re- 
turning to his native State he en- 
gaged in the practice of law at Elk- 
hart, Ind., and was interested in some 
of the most important cases in that 
part of the country. He was a mem- 
ber of the Indiana State Senate tor 
eight years and throughout that time 
and longer was a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Indiana Re- 
publican State Central Committee. 

He came to California to reside in 
June, 1899, bringing his wife and three 
children with him. He was a delegate 
to the State Republican Convention in 
1909 and in 1902 and was chairman of 
the San Bernardino County Conven- 
tion on two occasions. Last year he 
was elected to the California State 
Senate by an overwhelming majority, 
and in the last session of tae Legisia- 
ture he was considered one of the 
strongest members of the Upper House. 
Although a comparative stranger to 
men who have been in California poh- 
tice for many years, such was his abil- 
ity that he at once commanded their 
respect and considertaion. At the for- 
mal celebration of Washington's Birth- 
day by the Legislature his speech on 
“The President“ was pronounced one 
ef the most eloquent and finished, ef- 
forts of the entire aession. He, with 
the assistance of Senator Caldwell of 
Riverside county, was a power in the 
successful effort to kill the infamous 
Works Irrigation Bill. . of 

Senator Hubbell a member of 
the B.P.O? Elks, Odd Fellows, Knights 
of Pythias and in the Masonic frater- 
nities he was a  thirty-second-degree 
Mason. He was a member of Al Mala- 
kal Temple, of the Mystic Shrine of 
Los Angeles, and was also a member of 
the Union League and Jonathan Club 
of Los Angeles. 

He leaves an estate valued at several 
hundred thousand doflars, having been 
interested in horticulture in various 
parts of Southern California, and in 
gas, waterworks, electric roads and 
lighting at Salinas, Monterey, Santa

CONDITIONS AT MARTINIQUE. 
It is well now and here to correct 
the false impressions that have been 
carried abroad as to the prevailing 
conditions in Martinique. First, there 
has been no widespread destruction, nor 
has the land in any appreciable extent 
been deluged with a deep and injurious 
shower of volcanic ejecta. It should 
be borne in mind that the ruin at St. 
Pierre and its near vicinity was 
caused either by deadly gases, or, ac- 
cording to the views of the well-known 
writer, George Kennan, by hot steam 
accompanied by a torrent of super- 
heated lava dust, which did not reach 
beyond a narrow belt of two to four 
miles in width. Cultivation is at this 
moment carried on to within two 
miles of the shattered walls of St. 
Pierre, and the landscape at Carbet 
presents the rich and living green of 
growing crops. Quantities of fruits 
and vegetables are shipped along the 
Carbet coast, from fields which may 
be said to look down upon the wrecked 
eity. Ot course, the destruction was 
scmewhat more widely extended at 
some points than others, but it reaches 
but little more than four miles from 
the mountain anywhere. 

ere is not the remotest intention 
upon the part of the French government 
of abandoning the island as things are, 
nor do the people themselves want to 
go. After the second and third erup- 
tions there were many in panic fled to 
other islands and to French Guiana, but 
no one thinks of going now. Should 
there be no further cataclysm, so in- 
tensely reparative are the powers of 
Nature in the tropics that a few years 
hence will see the conditions much as 
they were before the fatal 8th of May, 
‘with productive cultivation carried to 
the very feet of Mont Pelee. Already 
the persistent green is beginning to 
show itself in the midst of the field of 
desolation and frond-crested palms and 
broad-leaved bananas, will soon wave 
where only a tunic of gray, like a 
swathing of sack cloth, clothes the de- 
serted slopes and valleys. 

THE TRIP TO ST. PIERRE. 

A small steamer runs from Fort de 
France to Carbet twice a week. The 
fare is f.2, and the time consumed in 
the is two and a halt hours. 
At Carbet the visitor to the ruins of St. 
Pierre has the choice between a rather 
exciting and risky canoe ride or a two- 
mile walk along the beach. The latter 
entails a toilsome tramp through soft, 
yielding sand under the tropical sun 
and as one must perforce, be exposed to 
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the intense heat for some hours, in 
viewing the arid desert of the stricken 
city, it is for that reason, if no other, 
that the boat ride is to be preferred. 

Carbet is directly upon the beach, 
and, as will be remembered, suffered 
from a tidal wave somewhat severely 
during the second eruption, but it lies 
just beyond the zone of the fire blast, 
and so escaped total destruction and 
with no loss of life. The place has been 
mostly abandoned, only a few fishermen 
remaining. Its windowless and doorless 
houses stand awry upo. their founda- 
tions, and the place presents a gloomy 
picture. As we proceed from here we 
enter the outer. limits reached by the 
destroying wave. Here stands a house 
apparently unharmed, but all who were 
in it were killed. Here is another some- 
what dismantied but still standing. Its 
inmates were also asphyxiated. None 
of these were much burned. Upon a 
hill near by the place is pointed out 
where the remains of a woman were 
found who had been driving in some 
goats. She fell there with her goats at 
her side, her clothing unscorched. 
These curious results would seem to 
tend to confirm the theory that either 
noxious and deadly gases or steam, as 
Kennan maintains, were among the 
chief elements of the mighty forces of 
destruction and not a wave of fire. A 


Short distance farther on we view the 


remains of a sugar mill with all its 
parts leveled to the earth. Here aleo 
lies the stranded wreck of one of the 
smitten vessels which was in the har- 
bor at St. Pierre on the fatal day. 


A few strokes more and the great 
mournful field of ruin and death lies 
before us, the saddest spectacle today 
upon which mortal eyes may rest in 
all the wide world. Someone cries 
as We near the beach: 

“A fumerole, a fumerole!“

a jet of dirty brown vapor is bursting 
out as from the exhaust of a mighty 
engine. It pulsates a few minutes, 
then subsides. From such a vent it 
was that the blast of ruin and death 
mostly came by which the doomed 
eity was laid low. A canoe darts by 
and a man wearing a white helmet 
and sitting in the stern cries out to 
us that there will surely be an erup- 
tion today. He is the government ex- 
pert appointed to watch the volcano 
and to make daily reports upon it. 
But we do not heed the warning and

have been hidden beneath the dust of 
the centuries may here be seen in the 


work of nature already going on in 
obliterating the ruins of St. Pierre. 
Within the shattered and _ toppling 


walls of the wrecked buildings and in 
the streets the mud composed of vol- 
canic detritus and surface wash from 
the hillsides has gathered in depth 
from one to five or six feet at varying 
intervals. Small piles of lava stones 
are also to be seen here and there. 
Beyond the river Roxalane, where 
stood some of the villas of the wealthy, 
palaces they were of fairy-like beauty in 
the midst of stately groves of palms and 
blossoming gardens freshened by the 
silver spray of cooling fountains, their 
broad latticed balcogies once vivid with 
the joyous life of anesthetic and happy 
class, a torrent of ash and lava flow 
has almost hidden all. It is this last 
fact which gave rise to published re- 
ports alleging that the ruins have been 
everywhere entirely buried. This is not 
so, and in the main city the pitiful 
story of the most appalling chapter in 
written history may still be clearly 
read in the broken and scattered re- 
mains. 

In spite of statements made recently 
that the streets cannot be traced, one 
may follow the Rue Victor Hugo from 
end to end, and many of the cross 
streets contain almost no débris at all, 
Of the features of the destruction in 
detail these have been so often de- 
scribed, and in the main truthfully, 
that it is not necessary to enter upon 
any aceount of them here. As a Whole 
the spectacle still presented at St. 
Pierre has not its like upon earth. 
Here in the silence sorrow hides her 
face in dust and human agony is 
stamped upon mute stone. 

THE CARRIER GIRLS. 

Returning to the little steamer land- 
ing at Carbet Beach we find a crowd 
of country people assembled on the 
way to market at Fort de France. Sev- 
eral carrier girls are descending the 
winding paths of the green slopes from 
the heights above bearing traits“ 
laden with fruits and vegetables, fowls, 
eggs and other produce. As each ar- 
rives someone, man or woman, steps 
forward to heip the bearer lift down 
her burden. For this they must al- 
ways have aid as the ordinary load is 
far too heavy for the girl to accom- 
plish it alone. Cases are on record 
where this has been attempted with 
the result that the carrier's neck was 
broken.

Undoubtedly the cutiing off of the 
market at St. Pierre has been a de- 
plorable blow to the country people. 
Fort de France cannot consume the 
supply. of course, and so the revivai 
of small farming and market garden- 
ing is retarded. Yet prices are some- 
What higher than those prevailing 
before the destruction. 

It will be recalled that there have 
been four disastrous eruptions of Mont 
Pelee altogether.- These occurred on 
the Sth of May, when the estate and 
mills of Usin Guerin were buried be- 
neath a warm flow of mud, on the &th 
following, when St. Pierre was de- 
stroyed, and on the 20th of ie same 
month, at which time a new biast feil 
over that city, and the last on the 13th 
of August, when the village of Morne 
Rouge was ruined. At no time since 
the first fatal disaster have the mighty 
forces beneath the mountain been 
quiescent, its smapldering fires are stil! 
fierceiy active, and there seems great 
cause for fear that other disturbances 
will sooner or later follow. What new 
dangers thus actually threaten no 
mind is of course bold enough to haz- 
ard a conjecture. With the people of 
Martinique the hopeful, or perhaps it 
might be more fitting to say, the in- 
different, view is taken.

GOOD WORK OF A CONSUL. 
In closing it is but fitting to men- 
tion the excellent manner in which our 
consular representative at Fort De 
France, John F. Jewel, is fulfilling his 
somewhat delicate mission. No incon- 
siderable tact and judgment are nec- 
essary in dealing with a restless and 
mercurial people, such as are these 
changeful West Indian creoles, and 
Mr. Jewel has shown that he com- 
mands this necessary quality in a high 
degree, on more than one occasion, and 
has met all demands that have been 
made upon him in a creditable way. 
Americans visiting Martinique win 
find in this efficient officer an intelli- 
gent counsellor and every-ready and 
helpful friend. 

We take our last look at Pelee from 
the deck of the Royal Mail steamer 
Solent at 10 o'clock in the morning. 
The ships of this line run closely in- 
shore and pass slowly by the site of 
St. Pierre and the scene of surround- 
ing ruin. The gray furrow down the 
mountain side, through which the mol- 
ten lava rushed, is distinctly seen, 
sprinkled thickly with rocks like a 
great dry river bed, and the vast plain 
of mud which is the sepulcher of the 
once beautiful suburb of the Roxalane 
lies spread out before us, a fearful and 
silent desert, through which break 
out here and there the blackened rem- 
nants of wrecked and buried homes. 

To the eastward just over the crown 
of the hill, the spire of the dismantled 
chure.. in what was once the peace- 
ful little mountain Village of Morne 
Rouge stands silhouetted against the 
smoky sky. Along the shore to the 
northward as we pass, other deserted 
little villages appear, their houses jert 
standing, but the occupants gone. 

Naked Pelee silently looms above 
all with his curling colt of black and 
white weg astonishing lava plume, 
lowering, wling, a baleful appari- 
tion of sullen majesty and power. Has 
he finished his awful work or em he 
strike again with still heavier hand 
and smite the fairest of isles from the 
face of the seas? Who, indeed, can 
tell?

FJROGRESS OF NATIONAL IRRIGA.- 
TION. 

The Interior Department is mov- 
Aas actively and steadily to inangurate 
& system of national irrigation, in ac- 
Sordance with the provisions of the 
Mational irrigation act. It will not 
be able, as some sanguine enthusiasts 
ave apparently supposed, to make 
homes for thousands of settlers on the 
@rid lands within a few months. be- 
@ause it takes much time and careful 
Study to carry out these great irriga- 
tien projects. It is satisfactory to 
know, however, that the Department 
the Interior is actively, and 
meartiiy, and cheerfully codperating 
With those who are looking for the 
fulfiiment of the government's prom- 
ises. 

In an article on the subject in For- 
@stry and Irrigation for April, it is 
shown that Secretary Hitchcock, on 
the recommendation of the Director 
of the Geological Survey. has granted 
@uthority for the acquisition of neces- 
Mr property and rights of way pre- 
Mminary to the construction of irriga- 
on works in five localities under 
| @uthority of the reclamation act ap- 
= proved June 17, 1902. The construc- 
Non remains subject to the feasibility 
Of obtaining the necessary rights and 


| @rovisions of the act. The five projects 
peferred to are as follows: 

Wyoming—Sweet water dam. 

Montana—Milk River project. 

Colorado—Gunnison tunnel. 

N Truckee project. 

Arizona—Salt River reservoir. 

These projects are estimated to cost 
87,000,000, and will provide for the 
irrigation of 600,000 acres of arid land: 
Sud tn addition thereto the Gray Bull 
yeservoir project in Wyoming is to 
be taken up immediately. 

The authority referred to relates 
t© projects upon which examinations 
ne been made in sufficient detail 
SO werrant estimates as to cost of re- 
sults. Several others, in other States. 
are well advanced as regards investi- 
gation, and it is expected that further 
fecommendations can be made after 
the close of the coming field season. 
The efforts of the reclamation survey 
will be concentrated on the above 
Sve projects. as far as can be done 
Without detriment to examinations of 
Other proposed irrigation works. The 
Secretary has also authorized the ex- 
penditure during the present calendar 
year of $450,000 upon surveys, borings 
for foundations, and other examina- 
tions, which will be carried on in all 
of the States and Territories included 
Within the provisions of the national 
irrigation law. 

To us of Southern California the 
mest. interesting and important of 
these projects is that for the construc- 
tion of the Salt River reservoir, other- 
Wise known as the Tonto Basin res- 
ervoir. Concerning this enterprise, 
The Times expects to have something 
further to say at an early date. 

The National Irrigation Association 
has ned a circular, in reference to 
& Washington dispatch. published 
some time ago, in which it was 
claimed that a discovery had been 
Made by certain officials at Washing- 
tom to the effect that the cost of ir- 
ions of the arid lands would be 
much higher than $5 an acre. which. 
i was stated in the dispatch, had 


dees the early estimate of the ex- 


pense. The Times has commented 
ora upon the fallacy of this 
Matement, and has suggested that it 
probably emanated from some of the 
cession crowd, who are secretly, 
if mot openly. opposed to national ir- 
rigation. The Nationa! Irrigation As- 
_Seclation, in the circular, pertinently 
says 
“Five dollars would undoubtedly be 
® low average to place upon all the 
reclaimable Western lands. 
Whether the irrigation works which 
the government is to construct in the 
West will cost at the rate of $5 an 
r or $15 or $20 an acre is a matter 
which need in nowlse interfere with 
the prosecution of the irrigation con- 
structions under the nationa) irriga- 
tion law passed by Congress last sum- 
mer. In every case the cost of putting 
water upon the land is to be borne 
by the settler and the farmer who 


the adjustment of private claims in. 
[ Such a manner as to comply with the 


— — 
lives upon the land and will use the 
water. The government will be re- 
paid for every dollar expended. The 
question then is simply whether land 
with water upon it will be taken by 
settlers at $10 or $15 an acre or any 
other sum which it may cost to re- 
claim it. When it is realized that ir- 
rigated farms and orchards in the 
West are worth from four to one hun- 
dred times $15 an acre, and that the 
crudest irrigation f produce an- 
nuaily more than $15 an acre, it is 
not believed that there will be any 
dearth of applicants ready and eager 
to go upon the land which the gov- 
ernment reclaims. Under the irriga- 
tion act payment can be made on 
exceedingly easy terms—ten equal an- 
nual installments.” 

The association suggests that the cost 
of putting water on western land may 
range all the way from $4 to $50 an 
acre. Even the latter price would be 
a low one to expend upon such land 
as that in the Yakima Valley, of 
} Washington, where orchards in some 
casés yield an annual revenue as high 
as $200 per acre, or upon land in the 
Salt River Valley of Arizona. 

Another subject upon which there 
has been a considerable amount of 
| wild talk is in regard to the amount 
of arid land that it is possible to ir- 
rigate, at a cost that would not.be 
prohibitory. On this subject Mr. 
Newell, the hydrographer of the 
Geological Survey, recently expressed 
the opinion that no man can say 
definitely how many acres are capable 
of ultimate reclamation. Projects 
which are not today feasible, because 
of their expense, may, as the country 
settles up, become very profitable ones. 

Meantime, it is satisfactory to learn 
that preliminary work on this great 
and beneficent scheme of nationa! ir- 
rigation is progressing actively and 
steadily. It may be expected that, as 
the work advances, obstacles of 
various kinds will make themselves 
apparent, while other obstacles will 
be created by the once open, but now 
secret enemies of the movement. We 
have not the least doubt, however, 
that these obstacles will be overcome, 
for the people of the United States. 
not only in the West, but throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. 
have been taught to appreciate the ad- 
vantage which wil] accrue to the en- 
tire country through the carrying out 
of this great project. | 


OGUS AMERICANS. 

Minister Sampson, representative 
of the United States in Ecuador, has 
called the attention of the State De- 
partment to an abuse which there 
ought to be some way of remedying. 
He reports that he found in Ecuador 
a number of naturalized citizens of 
the United States, residing perma- 
nently in that country, who have no 
intention of returning to the United 
States, yet who claim the protection 
of the American flag, with all that it 
implies, including certain important 
commercial advantages which they 
could obtain in no other way. This is, 
in point of fact, the reason which im- 
pels them to ciing to a bogus citizen- 
ship to which they are not justly en- 
titled. It is an imposition, of course, 
and very annoying withal, but thus 
far there has been found no way of 
remedying it. The same abuse of the 
privileges of American citizenship has 
been found to exist In other countries 
besides Ecuador. In fact, there are 
in many of the civilized countries of 
the world bogus Americans, who claim 
the protection of our flag for selfish 
purposes, but who have no intention. 
and have never had any intention, of 
becoming citizens of the United States 
in the true sense of the term. 

Minister Sampson tells of one 
Ecuadorean who has resided for over 
forty years in the land of his na- 
tivity as a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, has no intention of re- 
turning to this country, and is unable 
to speak a word of English. Accord- 
ing to Minister Sampson, “such per- 
sons make it a religious duty to sign 
the register of American citizens in 
the United States legation or con- 
sulate each succeeding two years, 
profess great admiration for the Stars 
and Stripes, and sigh for tue day to 
come speedily when they can once 
more be ‘at home in the best country 
in the world.” Many of these persons,” 
adds the Minister, “are engaged in 
commercial pursuits here, and some 
of them do not carry even a dollar's 
worth of United States products.“ 

It fs not improbable that a remedy 
could be found for the abuses men- 
tioned, if a serious effort were made 
in that direction. The imposition has 
been allowed to go on practically un- 
checked, principally for the reason 
that no really serious consequences 
have resulted from it, and because 
nobody in authority has seen fit to 
take the matter up. It would seem 
to be worth while to take cognizance 
of the matter without further un- 
neceseary delay. The power that 


confers citizenship upon an alien un- 


doubtedly has power to revoke the 
decree and to withdraw the privileges 
of citizenship from any person sojourn- 
ing abroad who may use the rights and 
privileges of citizenship unworthily. 
If action be Congress be necessary. 
the necessary action could without 
much doubt be secured at the next ses- 
sion. Then our ministers and con- 
suls could be required to report all 
such cases as those mentioned by 
Minister Sampson to the State Depart- 
ment, with full details, so far as ob- 
tainable, and the credentials of citizen- 
ship could be suspended or revoked in 
cases where such drastic action 
should seem to be warranted. It 
would probably be possible, by such 
a mode of procedure, to put a stop to 
the imposition reported by Minister 
Sampson. 


ARMERS ARE ORGANIZING. 

Reference was made recently in 
the dispatches to a proposed organiza- 
tion of western farmers, for the pur- 
pose of safeguarding their interests, 
procuring favorable legislation, and in- 
cidently—it is to be presumed—of tak- 
ing more or less part in politics. At 
a meeting of the Sphinx Club, in New 
York, on the 8th of this month, Her- 
bert Myrick, editor of the Orange Judd 
Farmer, in the course of his speech 
made a few observations which tend 
to throw some light upon this pro- 
posed movement. | 

Mr. Myrick started out by saying, 
truthfully, that “the whole substruc- 
ture of manufactures, commerce and 
capitalistic tombination, which has 
been reared to its present dizzy height, 
rests on the solid foundation of a 
prosperous agriculture.” This is quite 
true. As The Times has previously 
observed, we might, even in U twen- 
tieth century, when things that our 
grandfathers regarded as luxuries are 
now considered to be prime necessaries 
of life—we might, even in this luxurious 
age, get along, at a pinch, without 
everything except the farmer. If he 
should go on a strike, then it would, 
indeed, be a case of “root, hog, or 
die.“ 

Mr. Myrick went on to predict that 
the next real panic and prolonged de- 
pression will probably occur only 
when prices of manufactures, of labor, 
and of money, have reached such a 
point as to require an undue propor- 
tion of the farmer's produce to pay 
for his reasonable wants. He main- 
tained that—contrary to the usually ac- 
cepted opinion among politicians—the 
agricultural public is now the control- 
ling power—that electors In the coun- 
try have more influence in) national 
and state affairs than the city voter. 
Vagaries of public opinion, he de- 
clared, seemed to go to greater ex- 
tremes in town than in the country. 
As an instance of this, he pointed 
to the fact that Wall street has re- 
cently been howling for “more 
money,” with greater recklessness 
than ever the Kansas patriot. 

In regard to the proposed coépera- 
tive movement among the farmers, 
Mr. Myrick said: 

“Instead of cheap rant against 
trusts, the more intelligent farmers 
are realizing the tremendous power 
of coéperation and that by employing 
this power intelligently, agriculturists 
may be placed in a dominating poei- 
tion. The movement toward combina- 
tion among farmers, while yet fn its 
infancy, already has an irresistible 
momentum. But, unlike some other 
combinations, agricultural coéperation 
works for the good of all. Hence the 
success of milk producers’ unions, 
dairy associations, fruit and truck 
shipping companies, and elevators 
owned by the farmers. 

“Instead of being scared by the to-. 
bacco manufacturers’ trust, the 
planters are forming a trust of their 
own to handle this crop on 300,000 
farms producing about $100,000,000 
worth of tobacco annually. 

“The farmer has collectively more 
tangible assets. as well as vastly 
greater potential resources, than any 
other Interest. The steel trust is but 
a pigmy compared to the possible agri. 
cultural trust. In this country the 
farmer owns 6.000.000 farms, less 
than one-third of them morteaged. 
whose annual product is $6 000 000,000 
in value. and afford home« or or- 
cupation= for over 20.000.000 of our 
people. While producers of most of 
our food and reimen“. American farm- 
ers also are the greatest body of 
wealthy consumers of manufactured 
products.” 

There is no doubt whatever the 
farmers of the United States mav ac- 
complish much good for themselves, 
by intelligently combining. for the 
purpose of securing profitable markets, 
and taking other measures to further 
their common interests. When it 
comes, however, to the proposition of 
forming a political party, on the basis 
of some particular profession, occupa- 
tion, or interest, the idea is alto- 
gether wrong, and can never be per- 
manentiy successful, whether those 
who form the party are farmers or 
lawyers, or manufacturers, or merely 
common capitalists. As outlined by 
the editor of the Farmer, the proposed 
organization is one that will have 
the sympathy and moral support of a 
great majority of Americans, who 
realize that tlie farming community 1s 
the backbone of this or any othe 
civilized country.

ESERVED CRITICISM. 

The Board of Directors of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation recently adopted resolutions 
strongly criticising and ¢é¢ondemning 
the action of the Board of Education 
in selling to speculators, for the paltry 
sum of $200, the — of erecting 
tribunes in the spaces in front of the 
Spring-street schoolhouse for the sale 
of seats during Fiesta week. The 
resolutions cite the fact that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of La Fiesta, as 
early as March 4, presented to the 
Board of Education the following com- 
munication. 

To the Honorable City Board of 
Education, Los Angeles, Cal. 
Gentlemen: My attention has been 

called to a report of your last meet- 
ing in which it was stated that ap- 
plication has been made for the rental 
of the space in front of the Spring- 
street School property for the pur- 
poses of erecting tribunes for the sale 
of seats at the coming Fiesta. The 
Executive Committee of.La Fiesta re- 
spectfully urges your honorable body 
not to grant said request, for the rea- 
son that President Roosevelt will be 
here at that time and it may be 
necessary for the Committee to ask 
the privilege of your honorable body 
of erecting tribunes on this property 
controlled by you, for the purpose 
of entertaining our distinguished 
guests. For the past two years that 
privileges has been granted us by your 
predecessors, and we earnestly hope 
that the same courtesy may be shown 
us as in the past.

Notwithstanding this courteous and 
reasonable request from the Fiesta 
committee, the Board of Education. 
for reasons best known to its several 
members. saw fit to dispose of the 
privilege to private speculators for a 
mere trifle. This action, it must be 
apparent to every  well-disposed 
language employed by the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association in the 
resolutions above referred to, which 
close as follows: 

“Resolved, by the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association that we condemn in 
the strongest terms the said action of 
the Board of Education, and that we 
look with suspicion upon any public body 
that will place in the hands of specu- 
lators any public property for private 
gains without at least advertising the 
same for sale and offer others the 
right to bid for such privileges, and 
be it further, 

“Resolved, That we consider the 
amount so paid for said privileges en- 
tirely inadequate, and believe that 
said action does not meet with pub- 
lic approval.” 

That the action of the Board of Ed- 
ucation in this matter does not and 
will not meet with public approval 
is as certain as anything can be. And 
the most surprising thing about the 
transaction is that the board should 
have gone ahead with the deal after 
the Executive Committee of La Fiesta 
had called the board's attention to 
the probability thet the school grounds 
might be needed as a place of public 
reception for the President. That 
statement should have been quite suf- 
ficient in itself to have prevented the 
virtual giving away of the privileges 
to private parties. The board's action 
in fais matter was clearly “penny 
wise and pound foolish,” besides be- 
ing extremely discourteous to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of La Fiesta.

Thousand- Dollar Prize for Artesian

TUCSON (Ariz.) April 14.—The United 
States Attorney for Arizona is proceed- 
ing vigorously against all cattle men in 
Southern Arizona who have illegally 
fenced public lands. Four Cochise 
county cattlemen have just been sued 
by him for trespass upon about 20,000 
acres of public lands, and the suits are 
understood to be only the first of a 
number that will serve to clear fences 
from the unappropriated public domain. 
within the Territory. 

Nogales is to be enriched to the 
amount of about $100,000 by payment 
from the government to its citizens, for 
the business space condemned a few 
years ago, when all buildings were 
cleared away from both sides of the in- 
a line for a distance of sixty 
eet. 
The institution of a botanical labora- 
tory near Tucson, especially for the 
study of desert flora, has been definitely 
determined upon. The local Chamber 
of Commerce is assisting in the expend- 
iture of about $1000 in the construction 
of a road to the summit of the Malapai 
Hill on which the laboratory is to be 

laced, and in providing for the supply- 
ng of water and light. 

‘Yo stimulate well boring, the Tucson 
Chamber of Commerce has offered a 
prize of $1000 for the individual who 
Urst strikes artesian water within Pima 
county in paying quantity. This is an 
additional prize to that of $1000 offered 
for the first flowing oil well. The shal- 
low wells near Tucson are not consid- 
ered artesian. The Chamber of Com- 
merce has also taken upon itself the 
forwarding of the construction of the 
San Carlos storage reservoir, as against 
the Tonto Basin project, and has 

resolutions protesting against 
the abandonment of Fort Grant. 

A premium of $2371, about 9 per cent., 
was paid by Martin Costello of Tomb- 
stone for $25,000 of Territorial 5 per 


cent. bonds, issued for the construction 


of new buildings at the Territorial Uni- 


veraity. 


May 1 the Southern Arizona Bank and 
Trust Company will begin business in 
Tucson, making the third banking in- 
stitution in the city. 7

“There has not been an ‘utter col- 
lapse’ of the alifornia-Nevada Mining 
Company, as stated by the New York 
Commercial,” said Charles 8. McKel- 
vey. president of that corpor: ition, yes- 
terday. It is true that there is trouble 
among the stockholders, and pending 
its settlement the company has sus- 
pended operations.” 

The Nevada-California was organized 
a little over a year ago for the purpose 
of developing mining properties in 
Humboldt ‘county, Nev. Since that 
time it has acquired numerous claims 
in the vicinity of Lovelocks, and some 
ot these appear have not come up to 
the expectations of the stockholders of 
the organization, and one, at least, has 
certainly fallen below the claims made 
for it in advertising matter issued for 


until recently has acted as fiscal agent 
for the company, is credited by the 
Commercial! with having made the dis- 
covery that the  California-Nev ada 
stock was sold under misrepresenta- 
tion. In the prospectus it appears that 
the company claims to have over 4090,- 


the ton in sight. This is not substan- 
tiated in fact, and there are other rep- 
resentations that have been found, 
upon investigation, to be without foun- 
dation. 

The trouble is chiefly with Mr. 
Baldwin,” said Mr. McKelvey. “Until 
last month he acted as our fiscal agent, 
and in that capacity sold about 500,000 
shares of stock at prices netting the 
company from 12 to 60 cents a share. 
His commission for handling the stock 
was 40 per cent.

SUIT TO STOP GREAT WORK. 


A suit was filed today in the Superior 
Court by San Francisco attorneys, 
which is expected to result in a serious 
tie-up and delay to the construction of 
the great dam, canal and power plant 
on Kern River to supply electric power 
to Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia by the Kern River Company, in 
which the Huntington-Heliman people 
are interested. 

The plaintiffs are Miller & Lux, the 
Kern County Land Campany and 
twelve minor canal and irvigation com- 
panies, incorporated. claiming each a 
riparian interest in the waters of Kern 
River, which they assert are to be di- 
verted by the defendants, to their irre- 
parable loss and damage. Miller & Lux 
and the land company, both corpora- 
tions, are the largest owners of land 
in this section, their interests reaching 
into millions, including agricultural 
‘lands and stock of all kinds along the 

Kern River Valley. They ask for an 

| injunction restraining the defendants, 

Kern River Company and twelve other 
/ corporations and individuals, from the 
constrvction of the dam and canal at 
Kernville or elsewhere on the rivef, or 
the use of any of the waters of the 
stream. W. S. Tevis is the principal 
one interested in the land company and 
Henry Miller of San Francisco with 
Miller & Lux. 

The hearing has not yet been set, 
but Injunction will probably result in 
throwing hundreds of men out of em- 
ployment. The suit involves directly 
millions in money and property. The 
work which will be tied up at Kern- 
Wille is on one of the largest — 
plants in the world.

STATEMENT ABOUT LICENSE FOR 
OCEAN PARK PAVILION. 


* 
Improvement Company Denies that it 
is About to Pull Out from Ocean Park. 
Points Against Selling Booze in Coun- 
try Precinct. 


OCEAN PARK, April 17.— A. R. Fra- 
ser, manager of the Ocean Park Im- 
provement Company, made a statement 
today bearing on the question «of a 
liquor license for the company's pa- 
vilion. 

The impression that it has been 
planned to have a saloon in the Ocean 
Park Pavilion is unfounded,” said Mr. 
Fraser. “I say it positively. and with 
‘all candor, that in the late municipal 
campaign in Santa Monica I did not 
approach any candidate on the question 
of any liquor license, either in Ocean 
Park or Santa Monica, and that none 
of the candidates spoke to me in the 
course of the campaign concerning that 
question. Not many days ago I of- 
fered to give $100 to any candidate who 
would publicly say that I had dis- 
cussed the liquor-license question with 
him in the course of the campaign. 

“The pavilion which our company has 
erected on the beach on the northerly 
side of the pleasure pier has been erect- 
ed by us at a cost of $30,000. Our 
design in building the pavilion is to 
have a well-appointed public place 
provided, with conveniences for women 
and children, and having restaurant ac- 
comodat ions. such as a rapidly-growing 
resort like Ocean Park demands. The 
place is liberally provided „with elec- 
tric lighting and gas service, but is not 
designed for private dining-rooms, and 
no such rooms have been provided for. 
Every dining-table will be in full view 
of the main body of the house. 

“When we leased the pavilion to the 
firm of Gilman & Dorner, we did so 
with the understanding that they 
should have a restaurant liquor privi- 


tains restrictions 
which I believe are the most stringent 
ever incorporated in such a document. 
It leaves the control of the situation 
entirely in our hands, so that on thirty 
days’ notice we may ‘take possession. 

“Personally I am a temperance man. 
I have never been associated with the 
liquor interests, and am heartily in ac- 
éord with any movement for the ad- 
vancement of the town. It has been 
said that our company is about to 
withdraw from Ocean Park. It is true 
that we have sold the greater portion 
our land here in Ocean Park, but that 
does not mean that we are about to 
pull away. The securities. which we 
hold against the properties we have 
sold amount to a large sum, and what- 
ever affects the welfare of the com- 
munity on which those securities are 
founded affects our pocketbook, and 
what affects a man's pocketbook at- 
fects him in a vital way. We feel that 
we have contributed largely to the up- 
building of Ocean Park, and after hav- 
ing been identified with the building 
up, we do not want to do anything that 
would tend to tear down. 

“As far as I am concerned, I want to 
see the liquor question in Santa Monica 
and Ocean Park handled as the major- 
ity of the people want it handled. 

“Regarding the re that an at- 
tempt may be made to @stablish a sa- 
Joon in the Ocean Park country pre- 
cinct, south of the Santa Moniea city 
limits, I would like to quote from the 
form of contract under which all of 
the lots in that district that we have 
sold have been transferred. The form 
says: ‘That no lodging-house, laun- 
dry, restaurant, saloon, cigar, fruit or 
candy stand, or any other objection- 
able building or business shall be at 
any time erected, or maintained upon 
said premises.’

SAN PEDRO. 

LARGE CHANNEL PROJECT. 
SAN PEDRO, April 17.—An uncon- 
firmed report is that several wholesale | 
lumber companies of this city and Los 
Angeles have in contemplation the 
dredging of a thirty-foot channel, 200 
feet wide and three miles long, com- 
mencing at Smith's Island and run- 
ning in a direct line to Wilmington. It 
is said the parties interested have been 
negotiating with the North American 
Dredging Company of Sah Francisco, 
contractors for the governmental work 

in progress in the inner harbor. 

The fact that the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company has acquired an al- 
most exclusive right of way to a large 
portion of the west side of the in- 
ner harbor, where lumber yards are 
located, is said to have made it im- 
perative that several of the lumber 
concerns locate elsewhere. Rumor has 
it that the Southwestern and E. K. 
Wood companies have received notices 
to vacate, as the railroad company is 
desirous of all Wharfage now occupied 
by those interests. For several weeks 
the Southwestern company has been 
shipping its lumber to Wilmington, 
where it has purchased acreage and 
proposes to locate a large planing mill, 
The Wood company will probably go to 
Wiimington also, but the officers have 
not made public their plans. 

The opening of the channel would 
involve a great expenditure, and it 
is said the lumber companies will en- 
deavor to secure aid from the gov- 
ernment. The scheme would, it car- 
ried out, greatly enhance the value of 
this port as a commercial center.

BIG ASSESSMENT. 
ROLLS TO CARRY MORE MONEY. 

“Our total assessed valuation this 
year will be around the $100,000,000 
mark: it will not be less then mat, 
said Assessor Wismer yesterday. 

This statement means an increase 
over last year’s valuation of at least 
$14,000,000. When Assessor Ward 
brought the total from $70,000,000 to 
$86,000,000 last year many people were 
surprised. During the year just 
passed values on inside realty have 
been going up by leaps and bounds 
and so Assessor Wiemer specks confi- 
dentiy of a $100,000,000 valuation. 

Thus far the collection of unsecured 

reonal property taxes amounts to 

825 or about $5000 more than had 
been collected at this time last ear. 
The tax rolls wlll be turned over te 
the Board of Equalization ihe first 
Monday in July. 

Assessor Wien is studying the 
franchise questi with a view to ar- 
riving at an equitable basis of assess- 
ment. Franchise and bank assessments 
are the hardest nuts that 
have to crack, but Assessor W ismer 
says he is not worrying over the out- 
come. 

Owing to the difficuity in making 
franchise assessments the figures will 
not be put on the books until just 
before they are sent to the Board of 
Equalization. 


Repairing the Outfall. 

In order to do away with the in- 
tolerable conditions at the ocean end 
of the outfall sewer the Los Angeles- 
Pacific Railway Company, through E. 
F. Clark and W. D. Larrabee, yester- 
day offered to construct an outlet to 
the sewer from the bluff where the 
pipe has broken to low-water mark, 
na substantial manner, and in ac- 
cordance with city specifications pro- 
vided the city will appropriate $1000 to- 
ward defraying the expenses. The city 
is under contract with Dan Freeman 
to discharge the sewage at a point 600 
feet beyond high-water mark and he 
is now threatening to sue the city for 
damages. The city authorities did not 
wish to undertake temporary repairs 
in view of the prospective rebuliding 
of the outfall to the ocean at an early 
day. Members of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works were much pleased at the 
offer of the company yesterday and 
stated that it would mean a Very con- 
siderable saving to the city, one mem- 
ber placing the figure as high as $3000. 
“We could not wait for the city any 
longer,” declared dent Clark, 
“and we have decided to repair the 
sewer and bear part of the expense.“

Dr. Mielziner’s “Introduction to the 
Talmud“ represents a vast amount of 
labor and research. Indeed, the pa- 
tience and skill required for the mas- 
terful completion of this work are all 
but incomprehensible to the layman 
accustomed to the proverbiaf haste of 
this age. Possibly only a scholar of 
Dr. Mielziner’s ability would have at- 
tempted so monumental a task. Speak- 
ing of his book, he says: The pres- 
ent work which I have called ‘Intro- 
duction to the Talmud,’ is the result 
of many years’ labor and a long ex- 
perience as professor of the Talmudi- 
cal branches at Hebrew Union Col- 
2 (Eineinnati.) It is intended to 

cllitate the exceedingly difficult study 
of an intricate subject. It is the first 
comprehensive work of its kind in 
the English language, yes, it might 
be said, In any modern language, if 
we except Prof. Herman L. Strack’s 
Einleitung in den Talmud,” a book 
which. though treating our subject with 
scientific exactness and impartiality, 
was not intended to cover the whole 
ground as is attempted in the present 
publication.”

“The Talmud is undoubtedly one of 
the most remarkable literary produc- 
tions of antiquity. In its twelve folio 
volumes it embodies the mental labors 
of the ancient Jewish teachers during 
a period of about eight hundred years. 
The attention of these teachers was 
directed particularly to expounding and 
developing the religious, moral and 
civil law of the Bible. The pages of 
this great work are, besides, replete 
with wise observations, ethical maxima, 
beautiful legends and parables. and 
exegetical explanations. We also find in 
it valuable historical and ethnograph- 
ical material, as well as occasional 
references to the various branches of 
ancient knowledge and science.

RODERICK TALIAFERRO. By George Cram 
Cook. The Macmillan 
Company, New York. 
It is difficult always to gauge the ex- 


act value of a novel at the first read- 


ing; but if first impressions count for 
anything, then it is not too much to say 
of George Cram Cook's “Roderick 
Taliaferro,” that it is one of the strong- 
est pieces of literary work that the 
new century has produced. And it is dis. 
inctively a book of the twentieth cen- 
tury, instinct with the spirit of the new 
science, and the new poetry, born of 
this, that is just beginning to attain to 
a sense of its own existence and possi- 
bilities. Certainly the book is markedly 
original, and.the style is one of great 
beauty and finish, with no marks of the 
chisel upon ‘it beyond the occasional 
repetition of a favorite figure. 

e story is a historical romance. 
and in the character of its hero and the 
sustained action of its plot of adven- 
ture follows the rules of the modern 
school of writers of this class of fiction: 
but in the final analysis, Mr. Cook's 
treatment of his theme is his own. The 
scene is laid in Mexico in the last days 
of Maximilian’s rule, with an ex-Con- 
federate officer and the daughter of 1 
Spanish grandee as its central figures. 
Jealousy of a Spanish rival for the love 
of Felise Medina entangles first Rod- 
erick, and then, at the fall of the em- 
pire, both lovers, in a web of perils, 
and it is in the herosim with which 
both face these, and in the conflict of 
love with Spanish traditions, social and 
religious, that the interest lies. The 
descriptive work is of remarkable vigor 
and beauty; whether the book consti- 
tutes in its historical aspect an accu- 
rate of events is a question that 
must be left to the historian, but as a 

fcture it is vivid, full of action, and 
rilliant in coloring. Mr. Cook has 
chosen his theme with much artistic

The most concise and convincing an- 
swer that has yet been made to Ed-

The strongest chapters in this little 
book, however, are those in which the 
author examines Edwerd Atkinson's 
statistics and shows their erroneous 
character and the consequent falsity 
of the conclusions drawn from them.

Swift-footed Dogs. 

The speed of animals was being dis- 
cussed by the keepers at the zoo. 
John Lover said: “The greyhound is 
the swiftest of all quadrupeds. <A 
greyhound can run from twenty to 
twenty-four yards a second. That is 
100 yards in five seconds, or a mile in 
one minute and 28 seconds for the 
slower dog and a mile in 1 minute and 
13 seconds for the faster one.

THE SUNDAY QUESTION, 


Terse Comments on the Unterm 
Prayer-meeting Topic of the Chris- 
tlan Endeavor Societies. the Baptist 
Young Frople’s Union. te., for 
April 1%: “The-Sacred Sabbath. 
Matt. xii. 1-13.

The Bible deals with principles, and 
men in every generation twist these 
into rules. Thus in the Fourth Com- 
mandment Jehovah laid down a great 
principle, Which was to obtain through- 
out the whole of human history. But 
in the time of Jesus the ecclesiastical 
lawyers had made of it innumerable 
rules, governing all of man's actions 
on the Sabbath. These specific re- 
quirements almost nullified the benef- 
icent purpose of the divine command- 
ment. So Jesus did not hesitate to 
go directly against regulations; He 
disobeyed the ecclesiastical law, but 
He kept the Sabbath. His answer to 
the horrified and self-righteous scribes 
and pharisees reached the heart of 
the matter, and is today the best in- 
terpretation of the law of a rest day: 
“The Sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath.“ 5 


The Sabbath is the best day and 
should be put to the best use. It is a 
perversion of the spirit of the Mas- 
ter’s words to plead that the Sabbath 
was made for man's, dissipation, idle- 
ness or worldly employment. It was 
made for the best that is in man; for 
his higher. spiritual self, and to keep 
clear and definite the image of the di- 
vine upon his spirit. The Sabbath is 
abused if it is not used for the culti- 
vation of our highest capabilities. 


Christ found the Sabbath a day of 
restraint and repression; He made it 
a day of liberty and helpfulness. 


Times change, but principles re- 
main. The danger is that we shall 
fail to adapt the principles to the 
changing conditions. The Sunday 
queation has been beclouded in fmany 
minds by the endeavor of some to ob- 
serve the day in the old-fashioned 
way. Now, what is wanted in this 
year 1903 is not a Sabbath kept as it 
was in the days of the Pilgrim, Puri- 
tan and Quaker forefathers, but a day 
kept in the spirit of the Fourth Com- 
mandment; and in the spirit of the 
teachings of Jesus. This observance 
will necessarily differ from that of our 
grandfathers, just as our clothes, and 
homes, and transportation and entire 
civilization differ from theirs. We 
should seek a twentieth century Sun- 
day, kept in accordance with the un- 
changing principle of the law of God, 
as enunciated on Mount Sinai, and as 
interpreted by the example and teach- 
ings of Jesus. 


The Sabbath day is a day for devoe 
tion. It is the occasion when men 
should statedly give themselves to the 
cult ation of the interests of the in- 
ner life. 


Because it is a holy day Sunday 
shoutd not be a hard day. Into it 
should be put whatever makes for 
pure , for brightness and for beau- 
ty. Lord is scarcely acceptably 
worshiped unless in “the beauty of 
holiness, 


That Sunday fails of its first purpose 
which does not bring to men’s hearts 
thoughts of God. Primarily, the day 
is a memorial day. It tells of the good- 
ness of God to the children of men. Its 
message is that we are His children, 
and that He is our Father and our 
Lord. It declares that He cared for us 
in the day of creation, and that He 
cares for us still. For the Christian 
Sabbath speaks of the Resurrection, 
as well as of the creation. 


Man's body should vest oe his spir- 
ft should exercise on t Sabbath 


The difference between the Sabbath 
and other days should be emphasized 
by every means. For it is a day apart; 
its meaning and its purpose are diff- 
erent from the meaning and purpose 
of other days. So even our attire, 
which should be beet on the day that 
is best, as well es our employments, 
our reading. our conversation and our 
very thought, should have a different 
character on this day that is dedica- 
ted to God.

Boxers a Poor Lot. 

An American who is back from China 
after a iderable exploration in that 
land, says that there is a good deal of 
misapprehension in this country as to 
the makeup of the Boxer legions. They 
are not politically ‘Important, in his 
view: on the contrary, they represent 
the revolutionary, unclean, ignorant 
element that is to be found in every 
nation, in the sans culottes of Paris, 
in the dynamiters of Madrid, in the 
rioters of Pennsylvania, the commun- 
ards of the Beigian mill districts, but 
lower still than these because the 
highest level of society and intelligence 
in China is not very high The Em- 
peror he found to be weak, indecisive 
and inconsequent; the Empress. who 
has usurped his power, is shrewd and 
foxy. As to the Boxers, he says: They 
are the poorest lot in China, and they 
have been hypnotized by Prince Tuan 
and the other leaders. 

“What's the attitude of the mass of 
the people toward the Boxers? Why, 
every one is down on them. That's 
because the people who are intelligent 
enough to see the drift of events realize 
that every outbreak of these mobs 
makes the nation's position more dimfi- 
cult and perilous. They don't want 
any more invasions of allies, nor any 
further excuse on the part of Europe 
for interference with their government, 
and they realize that it's to their own 
interest to keep the Boxers quiet. Still, 
the Chinese have no love for white men, 
They regard them all with suspicion. 
‘Foreign devil’ is stein the common 
name for us, and the natives who have 
been Christianized by our missionaries 
are known by a phrase that might be 
translated, ‘secondary foreign devi.“ 

When it is remembered that very few 
white men are in China for their health, 
any more than the Chinese are here for 
ours: when the forcing of the oplum 
trade on China is recalled; when the 
violation of tombs and temples, un- 
utterably sacred in Mongolian eyes, is 
borne in mind: when, also, it is seen 
that the profits of railroads, telegraph 
lines and other enterprises — going 
largely into the hands of strangers, it 
does not seem remarkable that the 
Chinese should have little affection for 
the foreigners.—[ Brooklyn Ragle.

Harry Weston. a lineman in the em- 
ploy of the Pacific States Telephone 
Company, met instant death yesterday 
morning by taking hold of a wire 
which had crossed a power wire carry- 
ing a high voltage of electricity. The 
accident happened near the corner of 
_ Twenty-ninth street and Orchard ave- 
, nue about 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 

ing and was witnessed by only one or 

two persons. It may never be known 
just what line was crossed with the 
wire on which the victim was working, 
for the reason that soon after the 
tragedy had been reported a number 
of linemen of various companies were 
sent to that part of the city and all 
evidence of croesed wires was removed. 
Weston had been sent to repair tele- 
Phone lines which had been grounded 
during the storm of the night before. 
le found several wires, which were 
‘strung through pepper trees, either 
broken or sagging so much that they 
formed ground connections and were 
therefore useless. He had been at 
work tor nearly an hour and was alone. 

. While in the act of pulling a telephone 
Wire through the foliage with his bare 
ande, he was seen to suddenly fall 
and those near him heard a muffled 


ery. 

Assistance was given him within a 
minute. but from the moment the man 
fell there was apparently. little hope 
of saving him. Drs. Nance and Cowles 
were summoned and responded at once. 
Aftificial respiration and stimulants 
were applied, but the shock had been 
60 great that even after two hours’ 
Work there was no sign of returning 
vitality. 

From the evidence of witnesses and 
an ¢cxXamination of the wires at the 
. Beene of the accident it would appear 
that the death of Weston was largely 
due to his own carelessness. He was 
seen to drag a wire through the trees 
and tie it. It was evident that that 
Wire was dead. He then went to the 
Other end of the broken wire and seized 
it with his bare hands, having dis- 
carded his belt and gloves. It was 
then he fell, the other end of the wire 
being in contact with some lighting or 
power wire and therefore heavily 
charged. 

Weston lived near the corner of 
Twenty-third and Hoover streets. He 
was % years of age and leaves a 
widow. The body was removed to

The 
moist lands of the tropics are rich in 
vegetation and poor in men. The dry 
lands of the West are poor in 
vegetation until reclaimed, but will be 
rich in men and institutions because 
the natural conditions and environment 
have decreed that man must always 
struggle to hold his supremacy. 

The effect of irigation on our social 
arrangements is so palpable as to re- 
quire no explanation. Producing a re- 
gion, of small, well-tilled farms, it 
gives us near neighbors and confers 
upon our rural population nearly all 
the advantages of town Ufe. Here in 
Southern California we are already 
realizing the highest idea! of social ex- 
isterice the world has ever seen. And 
we owe it absolutely to irrigation. 80 
that, to sum up, we find that this fun- 
damental industry of the arid region 
inexorably dictates codperation as the 
law of our ecomonic life, secures a 
democratic division of land among the 
multitude, favors the proprietary far- 
mer rather than servile labor, deve!l- 
ops a strong race through constant 
struggle with the elements, and cre- 
ates those conditions of living which 
minister to the highest social instinct. 

“Building upon h foundations,“ 
exclaimed the speaker, “how can we 
possibly exaggerate the beauty and
